In alphabetical order, here are 
the city council candidates: Don- 
ald C. Carr, incumbent and em- 
ploye of Kaiser Co.; Marvin 
Dunn, clerk in an Ontario mar- 
ket; Abner Haldeman, business 
manager of Upland college; Con- 
rad C. Lingenfelder, employe of 
Convair Co.; H. J. “Tip” ONeill, 
employe of Kaiser Co., and Rob- 
ert ©. Thrall, incumbent, public 
accountant. 

Also on the ballot is the ques- | 
tion of increasing councilmen’s | 
monthly pay to $50 a month.

Purchase of a new church site 
was enthusiastically voted by Up- 
land Presbyterians during a con- 
gregational meeting following the 
regular service Sunday morning. 

The decision culminated a two- 


vear study of the city’s growth 
pattern and the future needs of 
the church. The selected site 


comprises three acres, which en- 
ables the building of facilities on 
the northward extension of Laurel 
avenue from Eleventh street with 
ivisibilitvy from Euclid avenue. 
Purchase of the property, situated 
| between Eleventh street and Foot- 
hill boulevard, will be made from 
Harold Stewart who has agreed 
to lease the acreage and farm it 
for the time being. 


Jetails of the property were 
outlined for the church member- 
ship by Herbert S. Bailey, whoa 
headed a committee numbering 
William Walton, Mrs. Owen E. 
Atwood and Mrs. Will R. Rugg,

Very Little Sunkist Fruit Sold 
Here; And There is A Good Reason 


Very little fresh Sunkist citrus fruit is on 
sale in Upland markets today. 

Why not? 

It is simply a case of supply and demand— 
this year. 

The 1954 orange navel crop is far below the 
normal volume. That being the case, the Sun- 
kist fruit is bringing top prices on eastern mar- 
kets. It is a fact that local fruit can be packed 
and shipped many hundreds of miles and sold 
for a better net price than the same quality 
can be sold for on the local and southland 
markets. 

It so happens that fruit, not of sufficfent 
quality to withstand cross-country shipping, 
is of good enough quality to supply the choice 
local markets. 

Officials of the local Sunkist sales office 
and various local store managers have ex- 
plained the situation. While their explana- 
tions may differ on some points there is com- 
mon agreement that Sunkist fruit rates a high- 
er price and that carefully selected unmarked 
citrus fruit fills the local needs. Sunkist fruit, 
however, is available and local store managers 
expressed assurance it could be obtained— 
for a price. 

All this talk,about “high prices” for Sunkist 
fruit has a hollow meaning to local growers, 
however. Due to the small volume, the high 
prices will mean very little to the producer. 
At least, that is the report from the local O-K 
office. 

In any event, local stores are not handling 
much Sunkist fruit this year. We'll keep a 
good eye on the situation, however.

Californians Want Good Things — 
Including Public Economy 


“The people of California pay abéut $8.- 
500,000,000 a year in taxes,” according to a re- 
sume by Earle V. Grover, newly elected presi- 
dent of the. California Taxpayers association. 

“The income of Californias from all sources 
is about $25,000,000,000 a year. 

“This means that about one dollar out of 
every three earned in California is taken— 
either in direct or in hidden taxes—to pay for 
government. 

“It means that on the average, about $700 
a year must be paid in taxes for every man, 
woman and child in California. 

“Everything constructive that is done to im- 
prove government—Federal, State, city, coun- 
ty, school district, or other district—means 
that the tax impact on the people and the pro- 
duction of California will be that much less. 

“The taxpayer of California wants good 
government—at the lowest possible cost. __ 

“He wants a good national defense—but 
no waste and no extravagance. 

“He wants good public schools—but no ex- 
travagance and no frills. 

“Fe wants good roads, good jails, clean 
cities, adequate public relief— but he does 
not want tax money thrown helter-skelter just 
because it is easy to get. 

“Any successful business is watched con- 
stantly—to tighten up procedures, to cut out 
unnecessary activities, to modernize ways of 
doing things—or it will go on the rocks. 

“Every improvement in government, either 
tighter administration or elimination of an 
unnecessary activity, means more dollars left 
in tHe taxpayers pockets—more dollars to 


spend, to save, or invest in productive indus- 
try.”
